Half Milton Mark In

Pittsburgh, 
Sept. 
20 (ZP)— De­ 
velopments in the nationwide U n i­ 
ted M ine W orkers walkout came 
fast as lightning today— and unem­ 
ployment from the stoppage passed 
the half-m illion mark. 
N early all of Lew is’ 480,000 dues 
payers stayed aw ay from the pits 
for the second consecutive day. 
Coal-hauling railroads said they 
are furloughing 26,000 employes. 
In rapid-fire order there were 
reports of violence in Kentucky 
and West Virginia. Governor W il­ 
liam Tuck of V irginia took a verbal 
swipe at Lew is, and so did two of 
the top men in the coal industry. 
Lew is took it all in. He didn’t 
say a word. And there was no in ­ 
dication from U M W headquarters 
at Washington whether he’d show 
up today for the 
scheduled 
re­ 
sumption of contract negotiations 
w ith the Southern Coal Producers 
association at Bluefield, Va. 
The southerners are the thorns 
in Lew is’ side. Operators from the 
south have refused 
to 
continue 
paying 20-cents-a-ton royalty pay­ 
ments into the U M W ’s w elfare and 
retirem ent fund. 
Last week trustees of the fund 
said they were forced to cut off 
the $100-a-month 
pensions 
and 
other w elfare benefits to soft coal 
diggers. 
Reaction from Lew is and his 
men was as fast as a double play 
in baseball. Lew is told the south­ 
ern operators they were wrong in 
their contention lapse of the con­ 
tract Ju n e 30 released 
them 
of 


their obligation to keep up the roy­ 
alties. 
The bushy-browed labor chief 
then threw the ball to his men.

Last Thursday in New York, the anti-trust lawyers from Washington filed a suit to put A&P out of business. 


They asked the court to order us to get rid of most of our stores and also the manufacturing facilities 
which supply you with A&P coffee, Ann Page products, Jane Parker baked goods, and other quality 
items we produce.

“ G ive the people the most good food you can for their m oney.” Year after year 
we have tried to do a better job, m ake our business more efficient, and pass the 
savings on to the consumer in the form of lower prices. 


Our efforts along these lines have led other grocers to keep their costs and 
profits down. 


In the old days before A & P , food that cost the grocer 50c, often sold as high 
as $ I OO at retail. 


Today, food that costs the grocer 5Or generally sells to the public at less than 60c. 


The methods we pioneered have been adopted not only by other grocers, but 
by merchants in other lines. I here are today literally hundreds of chain stores, 
voluntary groups and individual merchants operating wnth the same methods 
and in the same pattern here under attack. 


If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in destroying A& P. the way will be clear for 
the destruction of every other efficient large-scale distributor. 


Who Will Be Hurt? 


Ifiere has never been any question in our mind that it is good business and 
good citizenship to sell good food as cheaply as possible. As fortune M agazine 
said about A & P some time ago, 
It is firmly attached to the one great principle — 
the selling of more for less — that has made the desert bloom and the nation 
wax great.” 


We sincerely believe that we have helped the American people eat better and 
live better. 


We believe that the hundreds of thousands of farmers and manufacturers who 
have voluntarily sought our business have profited by our fast, low-cost distribu­ 
tion of their products. 


We know that our 110,000 loyal employees enjoy today, as they always barre, 
the highest wages, shortest hours and best working conditions generally prevail­ 
ing in the retail food industry; and that these men and women have found ss 
A & P good opportunities for security and progress. 


We know that thousands of businessmen — the landlords who rent os ow 
stores, the haulers who operate our trucks, the people who supply us with goods 
and services — have a big stake in our operations. 


OI JVI QIUsly. all these people will suffer if this company is put out of business. 


What Shall We Do? 


We admit that the interests of the owners of A & P axe of little importance. 


Frankly, they could make an enormous amount of money by breaking up A & P , 
as the anti-trust lawyers wish, and selling off the parts. 


But is this what the American people want? Do they agree with the an titru st 
lawyers that our food prices are too low, and that we should be put out of tha 
picture so od ler grocers can charge more? 


I rankly, if this were the case, we would not want to continue in bu sines* 


But we seriously doubt that this is the case. I wrlve years ago, an effort w in 
made to tax this company and other chain stores out of business. The public 
rallied to our support. I hey said they liked our quality foods and our low price*. 
As a result of their opposition, the tax was defeated. 


Now w’e are faced with this new attack through the cour ts. W e are faced with 
the heavy costs and all the trouble that lawsuits involve. 


But we believe this attack is a threat to m illions of consum ers who rely on tit 
for quality foods at low prices; to farm ers who rely on us for fast, Iow <o*t dbtrv 
bution of their products; and to our loyal em ployees. 


We feel that it is our responsibility to all these people to defend, by every 
legitimate means, this company and the low-price policy on which it was built.
